JHE FREE STATE'S 
FUTURE. 


SEN ATOR’S OPTIMISTIC 
VIEW. 


Speaking in Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin, last 
night at the Diocesan School Old Boys’ 
(nion annual dinner, Senator J. G. 
Douglas expressed himself frankly opti- 
mistic about the future of the Free State 
and Ireland in general. However,*he ex- 
pressed doubts as to the results of un- 
limited protection, which he feared would 
reduce exports. While he did not object 
to the effective censoring of unclean 
literature, he thought that the State 
should censor only what was absolutely 
necessary for the moral welfare of the 
tate. 

UNEDUCATED JUVENILES. | 

Proposing the toast of “The Irish Free 
State,” Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., who pre- 
ded, said that it was very satisfactory for 
them as citizens to be able to realise that 
their State was increasing in peepee? from 
‘ear to year, but side by side with 
evidences of national prosperity they had an 
army of unemployed. In this connection he 
suggested that it would be reasonable to take 
steps which would (a) stop the flow of un- 
«ducated and unfit juveniles on to the labour 
ma:ket to further swell the ranks of the un- 
emploved; (b) place such juveniles in useful 
employment on leaving school, so as to pre- 
vent the demoralisation through idleness ; and 
(c) provide remunerative work for the army 
of adults unemployed, so as to make them 
wealth-producing for themselves and the 
nation. It ought not to be beyond the wit of 
man or the resources of civilisation to carry 
these reforms into effect. There was drainage, 
road-making and housing work to be done 
which would be of capital value to the State. 

“ Another matter which J would like to 
suggest,’’ said Mr. Hughes, “ is Irish schools 
for Irish boys. There are. I fear. a great 
many Protestants who do not give that com- 
plete allegiance to Ireland which the national] 
interest tnd. They regard England as 
heir spiritual home. This mental attitude 
manifests itself by their sending their sons to 
"nglish schools. This practice 1s, I am con- 
vinced, damaging to both our State and to 
the boys themselves. The damage to the 
state 18 obvious, and [ shall content myself 
vith saying a word on the injury to the boy. 

First of all, let me say that there are very 
many excellent Protestant schools in Ireland, 
so that on that score there is no reason for 
ending such boys abroad to secure ample 
education. 


THE NATIONAL ATMOSPHERE. 

Secondly, the reasons in favour of educat- 
vig them in Ireiand are incontrovertible. It 
seems to me of great importance that a boy 
should be educated amongst the men who 
will be his colleagues in after life; the men 
whom he will meet in profession, business, 
trade, or politics; it is Re desirable that. he 
should grow up in the national and social 
atmosphere which he will have to breathe 
during the remainder of his life; further, 
if the Irish language is to be an element in 
his education or a test of his fitness for 
professional or business life, he should have 
a full and early opportunity of acquiring it 
on the spot. 

Those who have been educated in any ot 
the good Irish Protestant schools show’ that 
the training there results in the development 
ot those qualities which make good citizens. 


REAL GROUND FOR PRIDE. 
Senator J. G. Douglas, responding, said 
that he was frankly optimistic about the 
luture of Ireland—particularly the [ree

PROTECTION OF BIRDS, 


APPEAL FOR LEGISLATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Notices that have lately appeared in 
your columns and elsewhere in the Press of 
the cooping of birds in small cages, in which 
movement of the wings is impossible, are 
evidence that public feeling in this country is 
alive to the inhumanity of such ill-treatment 
of the little feathered prisoners, and would 
welcome such an improvement in our law as 
would render their lot less unhappy. An im- 
provement to this effect was, of course, 
pr by the bill which Senator Brown, 
K.C., with the full approval of the Govern- 
ment, carried through the Senate in the open- 
ing months of 1927, but which, unfortunately, 
failed to pass the Dail when its second read- 
ing was moved in that House on the Wth of 


arch, 

The Committee of the Irish Society for the 
Protection of Birds have for a long time 
felt that a re-introduction of this bill, or of 
one on similar lines, is urgently called for; 
and we believe that a very large section oí 
the public—and especially those who are best 
acquainted with the extent of the evil that 
prevails—fully share that feeling. The need 
that exists for such legislation on the score 
of common humanity would, we think, be 
admitiee to be overwhelming by anyone in a 
position to study the complaints that reach 
us from all parts of the country regarding the 
callous treatment too commonly meted out to 
small birds by their captors, as well as some- 
times (through ae or simple incon- 
siderateness) by those who keep them as pets 
in cages that are veritable dungeon cells. 

The unrestricted use of bird-lime, which 
Senator Brown’s bill proposed to prohibit, is 
the cause of inflicting an immense amount of 
suffering. Even in close time (though it is 
then, of course, necessary to dodge the 
vigilance of the Civic Guard) numbers of 
young men travel on Sundays from Dublin 
into the less frequented parts of the country 
for the “sport” (as somebody called it) of 
sn@ing little birds with this substance; and 
while they bring back the more valued of 
their prizes to disposed of in town—we 
heard of one lad who lamented his il] luck in 
having caught “only thirty —the less 
valued are in many cases turned adrift to 
fare as best they may (in other words, to die 
of starvation), with the hateful stuff cloggin 
their feathers and hampering every attempted 
movement. 

An almost incredible form of barbarity is, 
we regret to say, practised in some more 
remote parts of the country—that of cutting 
off the wings of trapped or otherwise cap- 
tured birds and setting them free in this 
mutilated condition. This, of course, is not 
done by Dubliners. We may add that a 
member of our Society who found an un- 
fortunate bird thus mutilated, and who meh- 
tioned the fact to a Civic Guard, was told by 
him that it was not an uncommon form of 
outrage, and he had seen several instances 
quite recently, though the offenders could not 
easily be traced. etter teaching of young 
people is, of course, the only effective remedy 
for such barbarism as this; but facilities like 
the indiscriminate use of bird-lime should 
surely not be left in the hands of those who 
can so abuse their power over defenceless 
creatures. : 

A further reason why the re-introduction 
of the bill is called for lies in the fact that 
close time regulations are at present largely 
evaded in many parts of the country, a it 
would be much less easy for illegal trapping 
to be carried on without detection if the use 
or possession of bird-lime were :n itself an 
offence. Under present conditions that 
charming little bird, the goldfinch, 1s so 
systematically trapped as to be in constant 
danger of extermination, and, despite the 
fact that its close time has been extended so 
as to run from March Ist to December Ist 
in as many as twelve Free State counties, 
complaints of its increasing rarity are often 
addressed to us from districts in which it 
used to be quite a common bird. It should 
be remembered that the demands of English 
dealers are a main cause of this great decline 
in the numbers of the goldfinch. A large 
cross-Channel trade seems io be carried on in 
these birds. Goldfinches in England are so 
generally protected against capture by the 
county orders in force that the dealers in 
cage birds would find it very difficult to keep 
up their stock if not supplied from Ireland— 
to the great loss of our country’s bird-life. 

In many counties, too, better protection of 
the lapwing or green plover—especially by a 
general prohibition of the taking of its eggs— 
is strongly called for, and this useful bird is 
found to have much decreased as a breeding 
species, notwithstanding the fact that orders 
forbidding the theft of its eggs have been 
issued (thanks to County Council activities) 
in six Free State counties—Dublin, Wexford, 
Waterford, Galway, Mayo and Donegal. 
Had Senator Brown’s bill passed the Dail, a 
similar prohibition would now be in force 
throughout the whole of the Free State. 

Has the time not come when it should be 
possible for the Government. or for the Dail. 
to take some action towards rectifying that 
calamitous error of 1927? The rejected bill 
was a very short one. Its provisions are 
generally known, consisting of a prohibition 
of the use of bird-lime, of blind or maimed 
birds as decoys, of the keeping of birds in 
cages not large enough to permit them 
freely to stretch their wings, and of the 
taking or destroying of the eggs of the lap- 
wing or plover. A petition for its re- 
introduction (prepared arid printed by the 
Dublin Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals) was largely and very willingly 
signed in the spring of 1927, and inquiries 
have since been frequently addressed to us as 
to when the re-introduction may be hoped 
for. 

We may add that we write this letter as 
much at the instance of the Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals as at that af 
the Irish Society for the Protection of Birds, 
the Committees: of both Societies being 
equally anxious to see the bill given another 
chance of becoming law. Our object is, of 
course, to draw the attention of the Govern- 
ment and of the public to the existence of a 
real and crying need.— Yours, etc.,

After the almost complete destruction 
of the species in Western, Europe by the 
terrible winter of 1916-17, it fer a few years 
very gradually increased in County Carlow;

CORK SERVICE. 


TO BE BUILT IN BELFAST. 


The City of Cork. Steam Packet Company, 
Ltd., which is associated with the Coast 
Lines, has placed an order with Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Ltd., Belfast, for the 
construction of a high-class twin-screw pas- 
senger and cargo motor ship for their Cork- 
Fishguard service. i 

'The new vessel will be built at the Belfast 
vard, and will be by far the largest in the 
Cork company’s fleet. It will have the latest 
cross-Channel equipment, and in many 
respects will be similar to the three new 
passenger motor ships at present under con- 
struction at Messrs. Harland and Wolff's 
vards for the Belfast-Liverpool service of the 
Belfast Steamship Company, Ltd., which is 
also part ef the Coast Lines organisation. - 

At present the City of Cork Steam Packet 
Company's fleet consists of seven steamers, 
the largest of which is the Kenmare, built by 
the Ardrossan Shipbuilding Company in 1921. 
The other vessels in its fleet include the 
Ardmore, built in 1918; Bandon, built . in 
1894; the Inniseara, built in 1906, and the 
Blarney, built in 1915. The Classic (ex 
Magic), of the Belfast Steamship Company’s 
former fleet, was also for a period on this 
service after the war, when she was known 
as the Killarney.

In the -short history of the Hospital] 
written by Dr. Kirkpatrick the closing 
words are: ‘‘ To the memory of Bartholo- 
mew Mosse (the founder) we owe it that 
his great memorial shall not suffer. from 
any lack of loving and generous care.” On 
March 17th, 1745. the Rotunda Hospital, 
the first lying-in hospital in the Kingdom, 
wus opened by this young surgeon. The 
house chosen in George’s lane had been 
that theatre in which Peg Woffington 
first appeared to the public. By July of 
the next year 209 women had been ad- 
mitted to the wards at a total cost, in- 
cluding furnishing, rent and maintenance 
of patients, of £437 13s..1jd. The money 
had all been collected by Mr. Mosse’s 
personal efforts. When, later, he appealed 
for help to extend the work, he had 
ambitious plans in view, for the further- 
ance of which he depended on a renewal 
of the ready response that had come to 
his first appeal. 

THE NEW SITE. 
In 1748 he acquired a site on the North 
side of Great Britain street, planning to 
build there a hospita] to hold 150 patients. | 
The remainder of the plot of-Jand he“ 
decided to lay. out as pleasure gardens, 
from which he hoped to derive some of 
the funds needed for the upkeep of the 
Hospital. The gardens seon. began te. 
realise a fair income, and the task of 
drawing plans for the building was en- 
trusted to Castle, the great Georgian 
architect, who was resporsible for Leinster 
House and Carton. 
On July 9th, 1751, the foundation stone 
was laid in the presence of a large gather- 
ing, Although Mosse had at the time 
only £500 in hand, the building was 
planned to cost £20,000, and he refused 
to curtail in the smallest degree the plans 
prepared. His confidence that the money 
would be forthcoming was in the end justi- 
fied, although he was arrested for debt, 
harassed by creditors, and maligned by his 
colleagues before his efforts vere crowned 
with success. He succeeded in maintain- 
ing the old Hospital “in George’s lane and 
in providing funds for’ the new “building 
up to 1755, and then*he appealed to the 
Irish House of Commons for money. A 
grant of £6,000 was given, which was 
subsequently increased, and in the follow- 
ing year the Hospital Charter received the 
sanction of King George II. | 

THE FIRST MASTER. 

Official recognition was thus given to 
Mosse’s work; his provisions for the 
government of the institution were estab- 
lished, and he was appointed Master of 
the Hospital for life, and a Board of 
Governors also was appointed. 
The Government grant enabled Mosse 
to get on with the building, which was 
formally opened on December 8th, 1757, 
and the old Hospital in George's lane was 
then closed. Mosse had a very short time 
to enjoy the fulfilment of his great dream. 
He only presided over the new Hospital 
until early in 1759, when he became ill, 
and in February of that year he died. 
During the year 1927 the number of 
maternity patients attended by the doctors 
of the Rotunda staff was nearly the same 
as the records of the St, George’s lane

MANY MORE BISHOPS. 


The projected World Council would 
meet next year in St. Peter’s, where it 
gathered sixty years before; but, whereas 
in 1870 the gathering occupied only one 
aisle, this time it would take the whole 
nave of the immense basilica owing to the 
increased number of Bishops throughout 
the world, : ; : 

A plan has already been submitted to 
the Pontiff for walling off..and so isolat- 
ing, th: nave of St. Peter's. 

Here the decision of Pope Pius to solve 
the Roman question would have a solemn 
interhational seal of approbation «placed 
upon it. 


THE PROPOSED SOLUTION. 
Under the suggested agreement between 
the Italian State and the Vatican, the 
Pope would be recognised as the Sovereign 
of a small, completely independent Papal 
State that would comprise St. Peter's, the 
Vatican Palaces and grounds, and several 
hundred acres of adjacent territory. 

The Vatican would also. receive a cash 
indemnity. A milliard lire has been sug. 
gested, though the Papal authorities have 
been claiming a much larger sui. 

The final details of the compromise are 
being negotiated by the Pope and Signor 
Mussolini, through the mediation of 
Monsignor Pacellt.

How the coal industry can best be 
helped on the road back to prosperity is 
discussed by Mr. Baldwin in a letter to 
Mr. H. Thompson, the Conservative candi- 
date in the Bishop Auckland by-election. 
“ This,” says the Premier, “is a great 
national problem which can never be 
solved by empty catchwords or futile re- 
criminations.: ‘The industrial facts must be 
faced fairly and squarely, and the policy 
of rm three parties must be judged bell 
ingly. á 
“The Socialists have often said that the 
Government passed the Eight Hours Act 
because it was in the pockets of. the coal- 
owners. Can such an argument -really 
appeal to sensible men and women? Would 
any Government risk losing the support of 
hundreds of thousands of workers for the Í 
sake of a few hundred owners? 


TWO UNPLEASANT REMEDIES. 

“ Let the workers put themselves in the 
position of the Government. The industry 
was heading towards disaster, and the 
Royal Commission, which so thoroughly 
explored the whole subject, reported that 
an immediate reduction in costs of: pro- 
duction was essential. The actual remedy 
which they proposed was a cut in wages. 
In the face of such a report no Govern- 
ment, whether Socialist or Conservative, 
could have stayed idle. But whatever 
course the Government decided, to take 
was bound to be: unpopular, because it 
was a choice between two unpleasant 
remedies, either reduction of wages or per- 


_ “In order to avoid the very severe cut 
In wages which would have been necessary 
the Government adopted the latter remedy, 
and what has been the result? Costs oí 
production have been reduced by an aver- 
age of 2s. 6d. per ton. If it had not been 
for that reduction; the position of the 
coal industry to-day, bad as it is, would 
have been infinitely worse,. and wages

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 

“At the same time the Government 
recognised that other measures must be 
adopted to help the industry. Active steps 
have ‘accordingly been taken to carry out 
all the recommendations contained in the 
Royal Commission’s report which are of 
direct benefit to the collieries or to the 
workers engaged in them. Many amal- 
yamations have been effected. Juvenile 
unemployment centres have been set up, 
and arrangements haye been made for the 
transference of miners from distressed 
areas, with a view to their obtaining em- 
ployment in other areas. : 

“ Work has already been found for some 
twelve thousand persons, and permanent 
employment-for many thousands morewill 
found during. the coming “month. 
Moreover, local authorities ‘n the more 
prosperous areas are being encouraged by 
means of State grants .to embark on relief 
work, provided that at least {fty per cent. 
of the men employed are drawn from the 
depressed arves. 


DE-RATING. 

“Finally, under the de-ratitig reform 
scheme the coal industry is to be relieved 
of rating burdens amounting to three 
million pounds a year, and is also to 
enjoy the benefit of reduced railway 
freights.:: The iron and st:et industry, 
which is normally the ¢-eatest user of 
coal, is also being assisted by the same 
means to expand its trade, which will in 
turn mean greater demands for coal, These 
are sound and positive remedies. 

" “The vcocialists, om the other hand, 
advocate nationalisation, though that 
system was completely condemned by the 
Réyal Commission after exhaustive in- 
rounds that it would 
hinder, instéad of help, ye development 
of the industry, would not improve condi- 
tions for the miners, and that it provided 
no remedy for the immediate difficulties. 
“When it. is remembered- that the 
troubles in the industry are partly due 
to the State control of the coal mines 
during the war, is it not folly to imagine 


to: restore the industry to prosperity -or 
improve the lot of the miners? 

“As I pointed out in my speech at 
Newcastle, nationalisation has failed in all 
parts of the vorld whenever it has been 
tried. It is.a system which; if adopted, 
would inevitably lead to worse .conditions. 
“There are two alternatives. On the 
one hand, the-Conservative policy of help- 
ing industry by practical measures and 
arranging for the transference of mén who 


collieries in the future; on the other 
hand,’ a political expedient’ which has 
always proyed disastrous to industry. .

CHARLEMONT HOUSE. 


SUGGESTED NEW DUBLIN 


ART GALLERY. 

There is good reason for believing that 
the scheme for a new Municipal Art 
Gallery in Dublin is about to bear fruit 
with the transference of the Registrar- 
General's staff from. Charlemont House, 
Rutland square, to the Local Government 
headquarters at the Custom House. 

The office of Registrar-General was 
vested in Mr. E, P. McCarron, Secretary 
of the Local Government Department, on 
the retirement about a year. ago of Sir 
William Thompson. The staffs are now 
to be transferred to the Custom House 
from the fine old Georgian mansion which 
has served as their headquarters for the 
last forty or fifty years. 

The idea of utilising Charlemont House 
as the permanent home of the Harcourt 
Street Art Gallery collection was sug- 
gested to the Executive Council. President 
Cosgrave and his colleagues were entirely 
sympathetic to the proposal, and there is 
now every reason to hope that Charlemont 
House will be Dublin’s Municipal Art 
Gallery.

LONELY LIFE IN A BIG 
HOUSE, 


WEALTHY MEN UNSHORN 
| AND TATTERED.

An inquest was held at Leeds yesterday on 
Dr. Clarence Foster, aged eighty-four, who 
was found dying in a big old Georgian 
mansion in Park place, one of the busiest 
parts of the city, where he had lived alone 
since the death of his brother, Dr. Phillip 
Foster, a year ago. 

The brothers, two of the best known 
medical men in Yorkshire fifty years ago, 
became eccentric in their later years, and 
ulthough wealthy were often seen in the 
streets unshorn and tattered, with their toes 
showing through cracks in their boots. The 
mansion, which belonged to their father, also 
a doctor, and which was their home 
for seventy years, had a large courtyard, 
with coachhouse and stables. They dispensed 
with all servants, and used only the kitchen 
and the well-stocked library, where they did 
their own cooking. 

Many tempting offers to sell the mansion 
were rejected by the brothers. By omni- 
vorous reading the brothers kept abreast of 
developments in science. Dr. Clarence Foster 
was found unconscious on Thursday behind 
the back door of the mansion—he never used 
the front door—and died in the infirmary 
from heart disease and bronchial pneumonia. 

A KEEN BUSINESS MAN. 

At the inquest Mr. O. Routledge, of 
Pontefract, a cousin, said that Dr. Foster 
was a very keen business man. and, though 
eccentric in dress, his brain worked quickly 
and well. 

The Coroner said that it was the third 
inquest that he had held on members of the 
family. He recorded a verdict of death from 
natural causes. 

The third inquest referred to by the 
Coroner was that on the sister of the two 
brothers, who kept house for them. 

Dr. Phillip Foster left over £40,000. He 
saw sixty-five St. Legers, and claimed to have 
taken the first photograph in Leeds in 1844.

The plea for a reduced taxation on 
agricultural land in the Irish Free State 
was put forward at a special meeting of 
the County Councils’ General Council, 
held in Dublin yesterday, Senator P. W. 
Kenny presiding. 

A Committee was appointed to go into 
the whole matter and report to the 
Council at a later date. 

SUGGESTED DEPUTATION. 

Mr. ©. M. Byrne (Wicklow) said that the 
agricultural community was not able to bear 
ine burden of taxation cast upon it. In order 
ta have effect given to the resolution carried 
by their Council he “meic that. they 
should ask the Executive Council to. receive 
a small deputation with a view of discussing 
this whole question with them 

FARMERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

Mr. P. Belton (Co. Dublin) said that this 
was not a matter for any Government De- 
partment; it was a question for the Executive 
Council, and they would be departing from 
their original intention if they did not hold 
jast. to the Executive Council, and it was a 
uit ple matter for them to reply to it. 

r. Belton went on to point out various 
grievances in the matter of agricultural 
giants of the farmers of the Free State as 
empared with those of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. The sum of seventeen mil- 
lion pounds had been paid by the agricultural 
eemmunily of this country that would not 
have been paid if they had received similar 
treatment to that given in Great Britain. He 
frrther stated that in 1923 the agricuitural 
wee in Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
iad been increased from 50 per cent. to 75 
per cent: of the actual rate on agricultural 
jand. The total rate on agricultural land in 
(‘aunty Dublin was £120,000, and, taking the 
same rating area in Great Britain or Northern 
Iveland, the difference in the agricultural 
grants amounted to £50,000. In other words, 
in Northern Ireland the sum of £30,000 was 
aid for the year, whereas they in the 
County Dublin puid £40,000 in one moiety 
alone. 

RELIEF THROUGH DE-RATING. 

In the coming year the farmers of Great 
Pritain and Northern Ireland were to receive 
further relief from the de-rating of 
agricultural land in those areas, 
Derating, in Mr, Belton’s opinion, 
could be brought about in the Free State, 
also, if they us a body were determined to 
see that it could and would come. He 
thought, however, that they should put their 
case on paper aud request the Executive 
Council to reply. 

HOME PRODUCTION. 

Mr. P. O’Donnell (Mayo) said that if the 
Free State were to be saved there must be a’ 
greater support of home production, and Irish 
agricultural products. in particular. 

INCREASED TILLAGE. 

Mr. Eamonn Ahern (Cork) suggested that 
some form of compulsion should be brought 
to bear on farmers with a view of having 
increascd areas under tillage. 

Mr. William Forgrave (Monaghan) ques- 
tioned the feasibility of compulsory tillage, 
and said that in this country they were not 
keen on coercion. 

REDUCED TAXATION. 

Mr. T, M. O'Connor (Kerry) deciared that 

needless expenditure was the cause of the 
farmers’ present position, and it was only 
by the reduction of this expenditure that any 
relief could be given. He thought that the 
County Councils of the whole country should 
form one united body and endeavour to reach 
some solution to the problem of effecting a 
reduction in agricultural taxation. 
_ Mr. Belton agreed with the suggestion of 
increased tillage, but said that, instead of 
compulsion being employed in the matter, 
some inducement in the way of reduced taxa- 
tion on land under tillage should be given to 
the farmers. 

After further discussion, the following com- 
mittee was appointed to inquire into the 
whole question and explore all avenues 
whereby some relief could be afforded to the 
agricultural community in reduced taxation: 
Messrs. P. Belton (Dublin), C. M. Byrne 
(Wicklow), M._ Ibert (Limerick), P. 
O'Donnell (Mavo), E. Corbett (Galway), T. 
M. O'Connor (Kerry), and the Chairman.

in 1927 consisted of the Government Com- 
pensation Fund of £517,905. In addition 
to thatethey held, únder the head of 
Reserves ‘and Contingencies Fund, a 
matter of £392,000. “fhe amount hcld 
before the war, in’ 1913, was £374,000. 
Fire insurance and other sundry reserves. 
in 1927 were £147,136. In 1913 the com- 
plementary figure was £125,625. Sub- 
paving them they found an improvement 
from 1913. to 1927 of reserves of £42,000, 
much less than 10 per cent. He did not 
think that could be held to be excessive 
in view of the change in money values. 

Coming to the next head there was the 
“carried forward.” The “carried forward ”’ 
was the amount left at the foot of the 
profit and loss account after the divi- 
dend—if there was a dividend—had been 
declared, and that. was carried forward 
in: the next year. At the end of 1915, 
adding up the “carried forwards’’ of the 
Irish companies, they amounted to £9,754. 
At the end of 1927, if they took the 
“carried forwards ’’—some of them were 
losses carried forward and some were 
credit balances—they found that there 
was a debit balance carried forward of 
£230,000 odd. That brought them to the 
position that, if they took all of the 
companies’ free reserves, including the 
“carried forwards” at the end of 1915, 
they got in round figures £507,000; and 
at the end of 1927, if they took all the 
free reserves, including the Government 
Compensation Fund, they got £826,000 
odd. 


DEPRECIATION FUNDS. 

He did not know whether, in view of 
those figures, the Senator still had any 
misgivings as regards the hoarding of 
funds by the associated railway companies. 
As to the question of depreciation funds— 
they, of course, were in an entirely 
different category—there was a very big 
difference, because before the war the 
policy of the companies was a rather 
unscientific, hand-to-mouth arrangement. 
They put any work that was done 
in each year under the head of 
renewals. If the work was not 
done, or if sufficient work. was not done, 
no provision whatsoever was made in the 
accounts. Later, companies, or some of 
them, in Ireland followed the very good 
example set by the British companies and 
adopted what was called the programme 
basis. Under that arrangement the actual 
depreciation of assets was ascertained, 
and that was the amount charged in the 
accounts each year irrespective of the 
actual work carried out. They would 
understand that under an arrangement 
like that, if the work was not being 
carried out in full, the econipanies began 
to accumulate a fund, and since 1923 the 
associated companies, taking them as a 
whole, had not been doing anything like 
the work they should have carried out for 
the purpose of keeping their rolling stock, 
for example, in proper order. 

If they took the number of locomotives 
that had been renewed by the companies 
thev found that their average life during 
the last five years was seventy-one years. 
If they took the wagons, which really had 
a normal life of about thirty years, they 
found that their. life was fifty-five years, 
and if they took carriages, the found, 
unfortunately, that their life was ninety- 
four years. 

That brought him to the point that the 
depreciation funds of the Irish companies 
at the end of 1927 amounted to £2,190,656. 
At the end of 1913 the figure was only 
£141,582, for the reason that he had 
explained. He might say that the 
amount which the Irish companies had 
under that head was equivalent to 4.5 
per cent. of the capital expenditure. The 
amount which was held by the four group 
companies in England was equivalent to 
5.5 per cent. of the capital expenditure, 
or relatively 25 per cent. more. 

If the companies had not adopted that 
policy it was very easy to see that the 
position to-day would be that, in haying 
those balances in their balance sheets, 
they would be to that extent short of assets 
on the other side of their account, or, in 
other words, the cash to that extent would 
have been short of what the figure was to- 
day. The actual cash and investments of 
the Irish companies amounted to a sum ol 
£2.067,486 at the end of 1927, That sum 
was less than the total of the depreciation 


funds, 
THE QUESTION OF CASH. 

With regard to the question of cash 
itself, he did not think it quite fair for 
Senator O'Farrell to work on the balance 
sheets and take out the item of cash and 
say: “There you are.” It seemed to 
him tantamount to asking a man at the 
end of the month to make out a balance 
sheet of his affairs and put in his salary 
Ea among his assets, forgetting that 
he had certain liabilities to meet and 
obligations to face before he got his next 
cheque. : 

The Chairman here intervened, and said 
that Mr. Shanahan must confine himselí 
to new facts. He was not to criticise 
Senator O'Farrell’s statement; that was 
entirely a matter for the Board. 

Mr. Shanahan, continuing, said that 
with regard to the cash he woiild merely 
give the figures. If they took the cash 
and investments of the Irish companies 
and added the amounts due.to the com- 
panies in outstanding debts, and then 
deducted the amounts due to creditors, 
the amount outstanding in the staff sav- 
ings bank and pensions fund, they found 
that the liquid assets were in excess of 
the ae liabilities to the extent oi 
£406,000. He suggested that that sum was 
hot excessive in view of the turnover of 
the companies. 

Senator O’Farrell, replying, said that 
he did not know whether Mr. Shanahan’s 
statement had impressed the Board: it 
had not impressed him. Mr. Shanahan 
had not in the least contradicted the 
figures given by him. The control period 
was the halcyon period of Irish railway 
history. During that period they had 
done more maintenance work than they 
had done for a generation previously. 

A GOOD COW TO MILK. 

The British Government was a good cow 
to yilk. The position was absolutely 
different here to what it was in Great 
Britain. The British railways were able 
to show a lot of deferred maintenance. 
due to shortage of men and a lot of other 
considerations during the war, and in 
settling with them the British Govern- 
ment gave them a total of sixty million

ad not experienced this shortage of men, 
and had done a lot of maintenance work, 
they also were naturally able to show 
| deferred maintenance, and the British 
Government settled with them for three 
millions. They had never spent this 
deferred maintenance ; there was not any- 
thing to spend it on, and they were keep- 
ng SS to subsidise dividends instead of 
subsidising wages by giving employment. 
In fact, they still had two million pounds. 
Their rolling stock was better to-day than 
it had been in pre-war years, and they 
should use this money to pay dividends,

THE O’GRADYS OF 
LIMERICK. 


SURPRISE VISITS BY 
DETECTIVES. 
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Various families named O'Grady, residing 
in the City of Limerick, were surprised yes- 
terday to receive visits from: detectives who 
were looking for the relatives of a 25-year- 
old girl named Rose O'Grady. 

One and all emphatically denied the re- 
lationship, and disclaimed all kuowledge of 
the young woman's rwhereabouts. 

A close watch was kept on all railway 
passengers arriving in Limerick, and in- 
quiries were made at all the hotels, but with- 
out result. 

The detectives were acting in re 
a request from New Scotland Yard, which 
is seeking Miss O'Grady in connection sith 
the disappearance of Muriel Dunsmuir, aged 
eleven, who left the Lytton Hall Huvtel, 
Lytton Grove, Putney, London, on Wednes- 
day last, and has not been seen «r heard 
of since by her widowed mvher, Mrs. 
Robin Dunsmuir. Rose O'Grady was a 
waitress in the hotel, and disappeared on the 
same day as the little girl. i 

Mrs. .Dunsmuir, whose husband died re- 
cently, is entirely at a Joss to account for 
her daughter’s disappearance, and is grief- 
stricken by the affair. 

SEARCH IN LONDON. 

Mr. R. 8. ‘Wheeler, proprietor of the hotel, 
yesterday said to a Press representative :— 

“When we found that the little girl was 
missing we made a thorough search of the 
hotel, but there was no trace of her. No 
one could provide a clue to her whereabouts. 

‘She has fair hair, and a few freckles, 
and is of rather slim build. She was wearing 
a brick-coloured coat, with a beaver fur 
collar, and a dark. blue close-fitting hat. 

‘Tater it was found that Miss O'Grady 
had also disappeared. 

“ Rear-Admiral Bromley, Mrs. Dunsmuir’s 
brother-in-law, communicated with Scotland 
Yard, and a wide search of London has 
been carried out. Up to this morning, how- 
ever, we have reteived no good news. We 
are just waiting.” | 

It is stated that there are “ unusual 
features” connected with the child’s dis- 
appearance, and Superintendent Savage, one 
of the “ Big Five ” of New Scotland Yard, 
has been placed in charge of the case. 

‘GOING TO IRELANRN, .''

‘“The child wds missing from Lytton Hall at 
about 6.30 on Wednesday evening, and Rose 
O'Grady, ® servant, with whom the child had 
been very friendly, was also missing. 

“His ‘believed that O'Grady and the child 
may have gone to Ireland. 

“Information respecting the whereabouts of 
O'Grady and the child is urgently sought and

Police, New Scotland Yard, or any police 
station.” 

The child's grandfather, the late Mr. James

SUGAR FACTORY’S 
GOOD YEAR. 


INCREASE IN DAILY OUTPUT. 

The .lrish Sugar Manufacturing Company, 
Carlow, will conclude ite winter season on 
next Monday or Tuesday. It has been the 
most successful season yet experienced by 
the factory. 

The period was shortened b 
compared with the previous two years by 
introducing improvements to . machinery 
during the year of preparation. As a direct 
result it was possible’ to convert 1,550 tons 
of beet into sugar daily, instead of 1,350 or 
1,400. which were the totals previously 
reached. 

During the unfavourable weather condi- 
tions in the spring and summer of 1928 many 
vf the beet-growers had a poorer crop than 
usual; but, notwithgtanding this fact, the 
satisfactory average of 9} tons of beet to the 
acre was reached. 

On the first day, after sending out the 
contracts for the 1929-50 season, ninety-six 
farmers sent in returns to grow at the reduced 
price,

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CONFERENCE OF 
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THE AVENU ES-OF 
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We have been supplied with the following 
report by the Committee of the Church of 
Ireland Conference of Youth (in which we 
have inserted cross heads) :— 

The Conferénce was continued last night 
under the presidency of the Archbishop of 
Dublin. é subject for discussion was 
“Our emia sm wipro 3 assa 
the opening s was delivered by the Rev. 
C. GW. i son B.D. 

The Churchman's confession of faith made 
every Sunday, he said, is ‘‘I believe in the 
Holy Cath Church.” What is really 
meant by that? It means that we believe 
ourselves to be in direct historical erp 
with the society founded by Christ on eart 
to continue His work in the world. More- 
over, we are members of the Church of Ire- 
land, which is a rt of the Anglican 
Communion, so-call because it has its 
liturgy (he was thinking, particularly about 
the Holy Communion Service) in English. 
Direct historical continuity is evidenced by 
our continued use of the original form of 
organisation, the three orders of Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacons, forming the chief 
ministerial offices of the Church; by the con- 
tinued use of the Creeds; and by the retain- 
ing of the Holy Communion as the. chief 
Service of the Church, 

THE CHURCH'S EARLY DAYS. 

The faith and belief of the Church is called 
the Catholic Faith—an expression which can 
scarcely be briefly sammed up. We have the 
Creeds as symbols, but religion is more than 
a Creed—it is not only the right belief about 
God, but a life of worship and service.’ So 
the Catholic Faith includes these three ele- 
ments, and they cannot be summed up and 
made final, as it were—they are living factors. 

The first four or five centuries of the 
Christian Church witnessed the formation of 
our Creeds, and during that period there was 
a life of worship in the Church, based upon 
the great service that Our Lord instituted ; 
the life of service was evidenced in mis- 
sionary and social zeal. Hence we look back 
on those first centuries of the Church’s life as 
a time when the Christian faith was better 
understood than at any time since. 

If we jump down to the time of the Refor- 
mation we come to a period of degeneration as 
a whole. The minds of many Christians 
were gradually awakened to a disgust of the 
abuses which had crept in«and a period of 
reform began. The manner in which we 
regard the results of that reform is the key 
to our attitude towards other Churches, 

If we examine the matter under the three 
heads of the effect on worship, service and 
belief, we shall be able to estimate the 
sections of Christendom by a standard tally- 
ing with that of the early Church. If we 
take the other Protestant bodies, the Presby- 
terians, the Methodists and others, we find 
that they have ceased to recite the Creed; 
they have altered the Holy Communion Ser- 
vice. Under the head of Service we may not 
judge them. 

IN THE MIDDLE AGES. 

It seems time to say of them that they 
have invented a secondary interpretation of 
Christianity as a reaction against the abuses 
of the Middle Ages. When we talk about a 
secondary interpretation we do not suggest 
that their smal sis does not contain aspects 
of religious truth, which might otherwise be 
lost te: the Church. We are beginning to re- 
cognise that Anglicanism could be much en- 
riched by tlie introduction of much of this 
thought. 

The Roman Communion, on the other 
hand, is a direct continuation of the 
medieval Church. As such, she contains, 
not only the primitive faith, which we share 
with her—a fact which is sometimes for- 
gotten—but also the thought and practice 
that grew up from the fifth to the fifteenth 
centuries. For many of these practices she 
has fiven a highly ingenious theological de- 
fence. This is why we feel less in sympathy 
with the Roman Communion than with 
Protestantism. 

The Anglican Communion, being insular, 

has always had a ‘certain independence of 
thought; thus at the Reformation she was 
not driven to the extremes of the Calvanists, 
but was able to give a judgment that re- 
tained the ttuly Catholic expression of 
Christianity. I shall only refer to our or- 
a@nisations, our use of the Creeds, of the 
loly, Gomma@nion Service, and of our 
practical efiagtá to spread Christ’s Kingdom, 
not only abroad; but at home, to give 
general grounds for this statement. 

I do not want to end on a note oí self- 
satisfaction, rather I want to point out that 
we possess the elements of belief, worship, 
and service which make up a full religious 
life. Many of us are Anglicans just because 
we were born so, but if we catch a vision ol 
the glory of our faith, Anglicanism, as a 
party title, will fade from our minds. We 
shall see beyond it to a vision of the whole 
Church of Christ. 


THE CHURCH TO-DAY. 

Mr. B, C. Waller said that Mr. Proctor 
had treated the subject from a historical point 
of view: he wished to regard the Church as 
it is to-day. The Church to-day was a 
militant and fighting organisation; people 
must be loyal to this organisation, as members 
of an army. The Church was an army which 
stands for loyalty to a person, and its object 
was to build the kingdom of God for our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Sometimes they were too much 
inclined to look to the welfare of the army, 
rather than to the success: of the campaign. 
People like themselves, with all their faults 
and failings, were members of that army. 
They were His instruments, and God relied 
on them as he had on the Apostles, who were 
probably very ordinary people. Ordinary 
people formed the army on which God relied 
to conquer the world. 

Mea judged the Church of Christ by Christ 
Himself, but judged by this standard it was 
in many ways found sadly wanting. He need 
not stress that point, and yet he thought that 
they should look on,the other side of the 
picture. Throughout history the Christian 
Church “had been undoubtedly the biggest 
force working for righteousness in the world, 
and the .Church had. íor generations been 
s:ved by its Saints and Prophets. They were 
a part of the Anglican communion, but also 
they were emphatically the Church of Ireland. 
They did not, perhaps, claim as frequently 
as they should the historical continuity which 
“ate them a right to style themselves the 
rish Church. Moreover, they had complete 
freedom of management as a disestablished 
Church. They did need to assert themselves in 
the affairs of this country. They needed courage 
to assert themselves now. They must not 
leave it to the next generation. They had 
very few people, particularly on the lay side. 
who were not afraid to speak out on subjects 
of morality. i 
‘Their loyalty wai often parochial, and a 

rochial loyalty is often a poor kind of 
oyalty. Their dioceses were often like water- 
tight: compartments, They must look on the 

utch as a whole. He begyéd men and 
women to take the larger view and get away 
from the idea of party loyalty. There were 
some people who labelled themselves Catholics 
(which. meant universal), and yet who were 
the essence of narrowness, just as there were 
some who called themselves Protestants, and 
yet would hold out against any jot or tittle 
of reform as a matter of principle. 
STUMBLING-BLOCKS. 

Dealing with our attitude towards other 
Churches, he said that he could not be con- 
tent with the divisions of the Christian 
Church, particularly in this country. These 
divisions were stumbling-blocks to the enecess 
of the Ki m of God; they gave oppor- 
tunities to the enemies of our Church to refer 
us to our differences from the Christ-like ont- 
look; they were wasteful of man-power and 
of age Á They had no right to think that 
other. es could be denied. the title oí 
“ Christ’s Church.” They must. realise that 
we are only one of the Christian forces in 
this country. He had too many Methodist, 
Presbyterian and Quaker friends to deny 
them the title of members of ‘Christ's 
Church *’; he had too many Roman Catholic 
friends to deny that title to them, though he 
thought that the time was not yet come for 
union in that direction. ‘The practical problem 
of the union of Pro t Churches in this 
country faced them to-day. 


INTERCHANGE OF PULPiTs.

The fielding of the Australians was excel- 
lent throughout, and Ryder managed his 
bowling with great skill, making his changes 
judiciously. On the whole, it was not a 
day for England. | 
Hobbs and Sutcliffe batted splendidly in 
making their second first-wicket partnership 
century in a Test Match during the tour, 
and they have now been associated in nine 
such stands against Australia. i 

About 15, gpectators, including the 
Governor of South Australia, Sir Alexander 
Hore-Ruthven, © were present when play 
began. 

No rain fell yesterday, and the wicket was 
hard and in splendid condition. 

A STEADY START. 

Hobbs and Sutcliffe, who opened the in- 
nings to the bowling: of A’Beckett and 
Hendry, played themselves in steadily, 
making no attempt to force the game. Six- 
teen runs were scored in the first twenty 
minutes, and at this stage Grimmett was 
put on for Hendry. 

The 50 was registered as the result of 
63 minutes’ play. On three occasions Hobbs 
tried unsuccessfully to hook: Oxenham, and 
he had batted just under an hour and a 
quarter before he scored his first four with 
a splendid off-drive from Grimmett’s bowling. 
Blacxie displaced Grimmett at 65, and two 
runs later Ryder took the ball from Oxenham. 
but these changes met with no succéss, an 
after ninety minutes’ good fighting cricket 
lunch was taken with the tota] at 77 for no 


wicket. 


When a fresh start was’ made Blackie con- |. 


tinued to bowl with A’Beckett at the other 
end, and Hobbs resumed in confident style, 
making several stylish strokes off both 
bowlers. The Surrey player reached his 
50 out of 94 in just over an hour and three- 


quarters, and the century was sent up in an 


hour and fifty-three minates. When he had 
scored 55 Hobhs looked to give a difficult 
chance to. Blackie, to whom he returned a 
ball very hard and low. 

HOBBS LEAVES. 

Sutcliffe obtained his 60 in two hours and 
twenty-five minutes, and at 130 Hendry re- 
sumed for Oxenham. This change proved to 
be a good move, as the new bowler in his 
third over got Hobbs taken in the slips. 
Ryder making a smart catch low down on 
his left side. Hobbs was at the wicket just 
under two-and-three-quarter hours for his 
74, his chief hits being two 4’s, two 3’s and 
eleven 2’s. 

The first wicket fell at 143. and with 
Hammond in Sutcliffe was dismissed before 
another run had been added. He gave no 
chance in his 64, which included half a dozen 
boundary strokes. He batted two hours and 
forty-nine minutes 

Following these two quick downfalls 
Hammond and Jardine batted very carefully, 
but the last ball before tea proved fatal to 
the latter, who in playing a delivery from 
Grimmett was out leg before wicket. The 
total at the tea interval was 149 for three, 
Hammond's score then being 5. 
HAMMOND’'S THOUSANDTH. 

On resuming, Hendren accompanied 
Hammond to the wicket, while Hendry and 
Grimmett continued the howling. The 150 
was hoisted in just over three hours and a 
quarter, and Hammond, with his eleventh 
run, completed:his thbusand runs in first-class 
matches for the tour. He is the first player 
to reach this total. 

Oxenham superseded Hendry at 164, and 
Hammond and Hendren advanced the score 
with some smart running between the wickets 
for cleverly placed singles. Blackie relieved 
Grimmett, at 179; and, Hendren, in play 
forward to his third ball—a beautiful break- 
hack—was bowled for thirteen; the fourth 
wicket going down at 179. 

Chapman met with a fine ovation on coming 
out to join Hammond, who had raised: his 
score to 21. The English skipper opened with 
a sharp single and was much surprised on 
seeing Andrews field the ball. He apparently 
had not noticed that Woodfull had retired for 
a few minutes and that Andrews was acting 
as substitute. .The second century was 
signalled in just over four hours, and, at 206, 
A’Beckett replaced Oxenham. Chapman: was 
much more restrained than usual, but 
occasionally got in a hard hit. Hammond 
batted in polished style and made some 
glorious off-drives. On one occasion he stgered 
the ball through the gap between Weodfull 
and Grimmett, who crossed each other in an 
ineffectual attempt to stop it. Blackie gave 
way to Hendry. at 208. Chapman, when six- 
teen, nearly chopped a ball on to his wicket, 
cree the end of fifty minutes his score stood 
at 205. 

CHAPMAN CAUGHT. 

Ryder took andther spell with the ball at 
226, and Blackie came on again for Hendry 
at 235. Chapman was now hitting more 
freely and made several beautiful off-side 
shots before he was cleverly caught from a 
hard cut at second slip by A’Beckett, who 
secured the ball low down, Ryder being the 
successful bowler. 

It was then five minutes to six o’clock, and 
with a half. the side dismissed for 246 
Hammond was paftnered by Duckworth. 
Grimmett took the ‘ball from Blackie, but 
after he had sent down one over time was 
reached and stumps were drawn for the day, 
with the total still at 246 for five. Hammond, 
who was undefeated with forty-seven. to his 
credit, has so far batted two hours and ten 
minutes without giving the slightest chance.
